A TRUMPET SEANCE, 


Outside of Cincinnati little is known of 
trumpet mediums, and a stranger to the 
term does not readily conceive that the 
manifestation of independent spirit voices 
is synonymous with it. At th: seances 
given by Mr. J. W. Fletcher, 55 Carlisle 
Avenue, every Monday, Tuesday, and 
| Thursday evenings, the above f-ature is an 
important one, and furnishes much food 
for those who make the phenomena of 
Spiritualism a special study, The med- 
ium is not conveyed into a trance that is 
usually the case with those through 
whom physical manifestations occur, but 
simply seats himself beside the cabinet in 
a conscious state and is thus enabled to 
witness the manifestations with the rest of 
the company present. The trumpets 
consist of tin horns about three feet in 

length, and which are manipulated by the 
spirits to speak from ; the same being held 
aloft or carried through mid air, and dur- 
ing this process the voice of the spirit is 
heard to tissue therefrom in intonations 
varying from a whisper to the coarse voice 
of a man. 

The necessity of this instrument leaves 
one to infer that it takes the place of the 
vocal organs otherwise required by the 
spirits to speak with, and consequently less 
taxing on the medium’s emanations util- 
ized by the spirits for this purpose. At 


all events, it is an interesting phenomenon, 
and in testimony of these voices coming 
from the departed, names are correctly 
given to strangers who visit these seances 
for the first time, and therefore positively 
assured against any pre-arranged plans 
for deception should anyone suppose such 
a thing probable or desired on the part of 
the medium; which it is not for Spiritual- 
ism does not even proselyte, much less 
endeavor to gain converts through such 
means.

It is astonishing how many well- 
known Spiritualists are opposed to or 
prejudi agalust this phare of mate- 
rialization in which fraud has often 
been found; but we think the frauds 
of mediums, either as acting a part, or 
employing confederates have been 
few comparatively, and far more fre- 
quent on the other side of life than on 
this side, but the phase, owing to its sus- 
picions, condemus, and also its mani- 
festations have been doubtful and un- 
satisfactory. The full form manifesta- 
tions bave violated our Ideas of spirits, 
for they have been apparently verita- 
ble human beings, and in being so, 
they have not been always, or often 
even appr ximationsto the persons as 
we remember them, hence there being 
now and then an exposure,“ even 
when nothing is exposed it seems to 
throw a doubt on many which are un 
mistaksble spirit manifestations, be- 
cause not appearing as remembered 
from life, 

I am as certain of the materialization of 
spirits as I am of anything, but I never 
saw a duplicate of a departed friend in 
my life, hardly ever more than an ap- 
proximation, and not often tnat even 
under tests that prove them to be spirit 
and not mortal manifestations. 

One who bas sppeared to me of- 
ten, and I think for a purpose and 
through four different mediums is 
never the exact image of him as he 
was in life, at best only an approxi- 


There seems to be a great effort even | mation, and though giving me evidence 


of his personality by something he kas 
suid, but objectively something is want- 
ing. The forms also of this individual, 
as they bave appeard at different se- 
ances by other mediums, are not objec- 
tively duplicates of eacb other, only ap- 
proximations, and though in each case 
they have proved to be spirit mani- 
festations, and even given tests of be- 
ing the person they claimed to be, they, 
in no siugle instance have made any 
connection with same claimed form at 
other seances. So it cannot be mind- 
reading, forI have almost overflowed 
with the desire that such a connection 
should me made, It is very evident 
these are materializations and not resur- 
rections. Nobody supposed they are the 
latter, and I cannot help thinking the 
materialized form is used by sundry 
spirits, slightly modified, so as not tobe 
wasteful of the raw material. Often, I 
think, it is the cabinet spirits playing 
many parts, perhaps used by the spirits 
that they claim to be, and if so is it a 
fraud? It is, certaialy, if the cabinet 
spirit assumes to be our relative or 
friend, but it isa fraud on the spirit side 
of life, and perhaps the purpose may be 
aholy one. I am sure when there is 
confederacy itis oftener ou the other side 
than on this, 

Now, when we remember the condi- 
tious and the occasional frauds and their 
possibility and the fact also when hon- 
est, they ure but approximations, so that 
nine times in ten they are not recog- 
nized, and one not supposing, for an in- 
stant, that spirits would act a part, the 
inference very naturally would be an- 
otber fraud, or itis all fraud. Tdo not 
blame people for doubting the preten- 
sions and being disgusted with the ap- 
paritions or even considering the phase 
a humbug. If I had not a very wide 
experience and under perfect conditions 
found the fact to be spirits, even when 
objectively they failed to be duplicates 
or approximations of the parties they 
represented, I would probably have 
been a doubter. I do not blame peo- 
ple for beling careful, taking them, 
cum grano salis, but Ido blame them for 
being roughs, or disturbers, or suppos- 
ing that the door of spiritual truth can 
be forced open by the hand of violence, 
and who have not learned that there is 
a relation existing between external 
phenomena and internal individual un- 
foldment. 

I wish it understood that Iam a be- 
liever in the phenomena and am not 
unmindfal of what the phenomena 
teach, I can draw my own Inference, 
aud need not the stimulent of platform 
teachings to teach me my duty to my- 
self or to the world sround me. Iam 
glad the, platform is patronized ; that 
the audiences are large and many of 
them; but conversions to our truth are 
made by the sensious manifestations. 
Seeing Ís believing, Spiritualism is a 
matter of experience rather than argu- 


ment. Ihave known thousands who 
have been conyerted to our truth by the
